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Fate of fee installment plan uncertain, but likely to continue

While it is still too early to deter- 
mine the success of Sacramento State’ s 
fee payment plan, which allows stu- 
dents to pay their fees and tuition in 
installments during the semester, it will 
likely continue into next semester and 
next year. 

But students who haven't payed 
their installments may be excluded from 
regestering for classes next semester, 





according to California State Univer 
sity officials 

The program, which was born out 
of this past semester's tuition increas¢ 
allows students to parcel their pay 
ments over three months for a $33 fee 

Because the program's success will 
be reviewed on aper-year basis, changes 
in the plan’s implementation will not 
be discussed unul the end of the Spnng 
1994 semester, according toCS U Chan 
cellor’s Office Spokeswoman Collee: 
Bentley-Adler. The program was ap

are concemed that the economic sav- 
ings will be augmented by reduced 
course quality and learning 

According to marketing Professor 
Stoakley Swanson, televised classes 
are inferior to classroom instruction, 
and their introduction gives the univer- 
sity budget precedence over learning 

“The best learning experience is 
with a live instructor,” Swanson said 
“The question with distance learning is 
whether there is learning at all.” 

“I’m afraid we're climbing on the 
back of a lion, and it will be economics, 
not pedagogy that decides,” Swanson 
said. “When the administration finds 
how to cheapen instruction more and 


more instruction will be taken over by 
distance education.” 

Swanson said a similar program at 
Michigan State resulted in student dis 
satisfaction 

“There have been experiments with 
mass Communication systems in edu 
cation. Even when lots of money is 
spent, students seem to prefer a three 
dimensional classroom,” Swanson 
said 

According to administrative opera 
ions analyst Janice McPherson the 
Senate's measure arose not from con 
cerns about the program's quality, but 
because a policy was needed wher 
none was present 

“This program evolved without a 
policy,’ so one was devised, she said

year’s team included current Detroit 
Piston guard Mark Aguire. 

After that it gets complicated, with 
Blunt’s storied professional career tak- 
ing him to Europe, back to the United 
States and then back to Europe. 

He played for the Kings —~ the 
Kingston Kings from England, that is. 
He also played some minutes for the 
Contnental Basketball Association's 
Evansville Thunder. 

But he played his best basketbali 
overseas, leading the Kings to five 
championships during the 1985-86 sea- 
son, including the Carlsberg Division I 
ude and the World International Cham- 
pionship of Basketball. That season, 
he averaged 17.9 points and 10 re- 
bounds en route to a mosi valuable 
player award.

Without any brothers (he has two 
sisters) and a father who worked two 
jobs, Blunt had to learn the art of hoops 
in the parks and playgrounds of Loui 
siana. 

“T learned playing in in the park 
where there is no court for just 1 2-year- 
olds or 13 year-olds. There's just one 
park,” he said. “So you have to play 
with older guys sometimes, and that’s 
how you learn.” 

Blunt now brings his wealth of 
knowledge to the sidelines for the fourth 
season as an assistant coach and second 
season at Sacramento. To him, playing 
basketball for the Homets can be simi 
lar to his experience at Tulane. 

“As a freshman J wanted to come 
out and play. | wanted to walk in and 
have the ball in my hand for 40 min 
utes,” he said. “That’s what we can 
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offer here.” 

Bluntentered Tulane after the school 
posted a disastrous 5-22 season the 
previous year. He chose Tulane after 
being recruited by such college powers 
like UCLA and Lousiana State. 

“After a while good players attract 
good players, and I wound up playing 
with future NBA players Pau! Thomp- 
son and ‘Hot Rod’ Williams who cur- 
rently plays for the Cleveland Cava- 
liers,” he said. 

While at Tulane, Blunt was the go- 
to guy for four seasons. 

As a four-year starter, he grabbed 
Metro Conference Rookie of the Year 
honors and was selected to the All- 
Metro Conference first-team all four 
years playing for current Farleigh 
Dickinson athletic director Roy 
Danforth. Biunt and 
Danforth sul! rernain 
friends. 

In his final season, 
Blunt led the Green 
Wave to the National 
Invitational Tourna- 
ment quarterfinals 
with a 19-9 record 

He also succeeded off the court, 
graduating in four years with a degree 
in physical educauion ind a minor in 
counseling. 

Asa coach and a recruiter, Blunt is 
looking for players like himself: play- 
ers looking for an opportunity to suc 
ceed on the basketball court and in the 
classroom. 

“He's always willing to talk to and 
take care of the athletes both in the 
classroom and on the court,” Newman 
said. “Not enough coaches are like that. 
The players love hun.” 

“He has an endless growth pattern, 
and it rubs off on the players,”"Newman 
added 

Blunt knows that succeeding in bas- 
ketball takes hard work, both on and off 
the court

Despite the absence of a master’s in fine arts, local theater offers experience to CSUS students

Brown said that even if 
these students allowed them 
selves enough time to study, 
they still need time “to just sit 
and play.” 

“Watch T.V. or do what 
ever kind of outside activity,” 
she said, “because the pres 
sures (of work and school) 
can be overwhelming.” 

Students might associate 
taking a deserved break with 
procrastinating. 

But this is not true, 
Kathleen Cronin-Brown, a 
counselor with the Leaming 
Skills Center, said. 

“| know that a lot of these 
students sometimes feel 
guilty about (taking time to 
relax), but! don’t think this is 
procrastination at all,” 
Cronin-Brown said. 

She said many of the stu 
dents in this predicament 
usually are “stressed out” and 
need to d> more “self-care” 
activities like exercising, tak 
ing a break or going out with 
friends.

Survivng the 
Streets 


With their mussed hair and dirty 
ankles, Sacramento's homeless chil 
dren wander the streets with their wan 
sient parents, seeking oul a meager 
exisience—-bereft of a stable life 

Most all homeless kids are de 
prived of an education and fond child 
hood memones when they are pulled 
from school and moved to a life on the 
Sure Ls 

The Mustard Seed school with its 
outreach Student Buddy program is an 
emergency school for homeless chil- 
dren offering a structured environment 
to facilitate re-enrollment back into 
public schools. Most of the programs 
offer showers, free telephone service 
and laundry facilities 

“By far, the people most affected 
are the children,” said Karen Banker. 
director of the Mustard Seed school 
Since Its inNcepuon in the spring of 1989 

Banker makes her daily rounds to 
the motels and the shelters, looking for 
disadvantaged children 

We must start with the kids, edu 
cate them, break the trend of 
dependancy,” she said 

Banker works with 80 assistant 
teachers who volunteer their ime once 
a weck tutoring kids 

With the program’ s enrollment last- 
ing NO More than three weeks, many at 
nsk Children often dropped back out of 
the system once they left Mustard Seed 

Frustrated by this, Ellen Reay, who 
Started the Mustard Seed school with 
Banker, started a pilot program in the 
fall of 1992. The Student Buddy pro- 
gram is an Outreach program pairing 


volunteers from every background with 
disadvantaged kids who have been re 
enrolled in school. Their goal is to keep 
kids in school 

At-nsk kids are assigned a volun 
leer who 1s rained by the program to 
tutor and check the performance of 
their buddy 

They meet once a week to talk and 
someumes have lunch, usually at the 
child’s school. Every six weeks. the 
Program sponsors a field tnp 

When he's not accepung referrals 
from the Mustard Seed program, Pat 
McNeil, 23, who came to Student 
Buddy from Mustard Seed, is making 
his own rounds to the motels and apart 
ment complexes seeking out disadvan 
laged kids 

“We have 130 kids in the program 
and only 78 volunteers. We need vol 
unteers,” McNeil said 

Other referrals come in from social 
workers in the school system who oc 
casionally deal with kids in jeopardy 

The program lasts up to three years, 
with many kids checking back fre 
quently 

“These kids want to be here,” said 
Reay, “and the field tnps are a chance 
for these kids to spend a day with their 
buddy.” 

The field trips, with destinations to 
places like Marine World and Angel 
Island, also give kids enrolled in the 
program a respite away from their some 
umes lense environments

Verve started off their perfor-

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light show that lasted the entire hour 
set. Verve played most of their songs 
from their debut album, “A Storm in 
Heaven” and two songs that were not 
on the album but were part of one of 
their single songs, “Biue.” 

The first release from “A Storm in 
Heaven,” “Slide away” moved the 
crowd to every chaotic rhythm and 
the chorus was a virtual singing mad- 
house for the nearly sold-out show. 

Along with crowd partcipation, 
Verve presented to slide machines in 
the back of the stage adding to the 
visual excitement. Every other song 
showed the slides pictures of what 
seemed to be of the band and of the 
British countryside.

Sugar Bowl expands resort to attract skiers

Sugar Bow! ski resort has begun an 
expansion project to be completed in 
1997 that will improve the appearance 
of their mountain. 

The first phase of the project was 


§ Started over the summer and involved 
3 mostly preparation plans for later con- 


strucuon. Also the construction of the 


| Mt Judah Loop Trail was completed, 


which is an alternative route to the 
already existing Pacific Crest Trail. 

In the summer of 1994, the new 
Jerome Hill detachable quad chairlift 
that is 700 feet high will be built. Sixty- 
five acres of new intermediate groomed 
terrain will be serviced by this high- 
speed lift 

Sugar Bowl will be constructing 
new facilities and parking spaces to 
better handle the increase in traffic the 
new improvements will bring in. At 
the new base area at the foot of Mt 
Judah, new restrooms, food service 
and ucketing facilites will be built. 

The resort will also add another 25 


acres of snowmaking to service the 
Jerome Hill ski runs. There will be a 
new bar constructed ai the myd-moun 

tain Silver Belt Ski Station, which will 
complete this phase of construction of 
facihuies. The costs to Sugar Bow! of 
the previous improvements thus far 
will be close to $7 million 

Further expansion of Sugar Bowl’s 
snowmaking and preparation for con 
strucuion of the new 16,000 to 20,000 
square foot day lodge at the base of Mt. 
Judah will take place in the summer of 
1995. 

The new lodge will be ready for the 
1996 ski season. Also for the 1996 
season wili be the Mt. Judah high- 
speed detachable quad chairlift, which 
will be 900 feet high and service an- 
other 50 acres of primarily intermedi- 
ate terrain. A new beginner chairlift 
will open at this ime on ML. Judah next 
to the new day lodge 

The 1997 ski season at Sugar Bowl 
will see 50 more acres of snowmaking 
and the new day lodge expansion 

All of these improvements open up 
over 350 acres of new intermediate 
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terrain. Sugar Bow!l's expansion project 
will increase groomed terrain by 50 
percent and allow skier visits to double 
within the next 10 years. 

In addition to the construction that 
is happening at Sugar Bowl, there are 
some other new features at the resort. 
The old “skier’s entrance” has been 
transformed into an enclosed facility 
where skiers can obtain trailmaps, re- 
ceive up-to-date information on the 
mountain conditions and check their 
belongings. 

There is also a new early departure 
credit for skiers who only want to ski in 
the mornings. A $12 credit is given on 
a future lift ucket if skiers pack up and 
leave by 12:30 p.m. 

In addition to Sugar Bow!'s regular 
skiing classes, the resort is introducing 
a weekly workshop exclusively for 
women, which is taught by our female 
ski school staff. They will also be 
offernng their “Ski the Mountain” pro- 
gram, which is a weekly class for ad- 
vanced skiers who will explore the hot 
spots and will be geared more toward a 
friendly ski experience than a formal 


lesson. 

Sugar Bow] offers a ski school with 
all levels of instruction and lessons for 
racing. The resort also offers licensed 
child care, ski rental and lodging, and 
the mountain is open to downhill and 
cross-country skiing as well as 
snowboarding. 

Sugar Bowl is teaming up with 
Albertson's this ski season to offer 
weekday and weekend lift ticket dis- 
counts. The discounts will be $10 off 
for midweek and $5 off for weekend 
adult all day lift uckets. 

Regular lift cket prices at Sugar 
Bowl are $35 adult all day, $23 adult 
afternoon and $60 adult two consecu- 
tive days. The on-campus Peak Ad- 
ventures store offers discounted lift 
ucket vouchers that in previous years 
have been up to $10 off the regular lift 
ucket price.

education requirement for all students 
McCants would want to diversify the 
general education curriculum by add 
ing “some kind of cultural studies course 
Or a world literature course.” 

“Not every change has to produce 
more than the status quo. Change does 
not have to cost more money,” he said 
But McCants could not think of a way 
to create these new programs without 
eliminating others 

Along the lines of diversifying the 
curiculum, McCants added sugges 
ons of how faculty could be more 
diverse. Some ideas included forgiy 
able loan programs, short-term posi- 
lions for professionals in academic 
positions all over campus and increased 
advertising to minorities for more at 











tracuon 

McCants expressed the role of vice 
president to the relationship to students 
as being one of interaction between

Due to the decrease 
in Students being allowed into the uni- 
versity and the programs being cut 
underprepared students would suffer 
greatly 

‘It’s the university's responsibility 
tO try to minimize the number of stu 
dent who will be hurt by the cutung of 


these programs,” he said 











McCants said after being at IPFW 
for more than 25 years as both an 
«imunistrator and a faculty member, he 
has been looking for a new opportunity 
{oO move to a different location. 

“Sacramento State has a good repu- 
tation.
